Mr,  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  much  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Annual  Report  of 
the  state  of  the  Public  Health  in  the  Rural  District  cf  Evesham  for 
the  year  I969  and  the  work  carried  out  by  your  Health  Department, 

The  estimated  population  shows  a slight  increase,  i,e, 

180  on  the  figure  for  the  previous  year:-  1968,  18,890,  1969,  19,070, 
These  estimates  are  based  on  the  196I  Census  figures,  and  will  become 
more  accurate  when  we  have  the  results  of  the  1971  Census,  which  will 
also  give  us  more  realistic  figures  for  the  population  of  the  parishes. 

Only  12  cases  of  infectious  disease  (other  than  tuberculosis) 
were  notified,  whereas  in  1968  we  had  99  notifications  of  measles  and 
one  death  from  this  disease.  Tuberculosis  remains  a comparatively 
small  persistent  problem.  The  slow  dowward  trend  in  the  number  of 
cases  on  the  register  has  been  maintained,

( c)  School  Health  Service . 

The  County  Council  continued  to  provide  an  extensive  school 
health  service  throughout  the  district.  Regular  medical  inspections 
of  school  children  were  carried  out  and  special  clinics  e.g.  , 
orthopaedic,  ophthalmic,  dental,  audiometric,  speech  therapy,  child 
guidance  clinics,  etc.,  were  available  for  the  reference  of  children 
where  more  detailed  investigation  or  treatment  was  required. 

As  in  previous  years,  special  attention  was  given  to  handicapped 
children  in  helping  them  to  overcome  their  difficulties  and  providing 
them  with  education  suited  to  their  needs. 

( d)  Laboratory  Facilities. 

The  County  Council  provided  a laboratory  for  the  chemical  analysis 
of  water,  milk,  etc.  The  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service  provided, 
at  the  Royal  Infi.’mary,  Worcester,  facilities  for  the  bacteriological 
examination  of  water,  milk  and  specimens  in  connection  with  the 
diagnosis  and  prevention  of  spread  of  infectious  disease.

Twelve  months  service  at  rates  in 
para.  1 above  is  allowed  in  all  villages  where  sewerage  schemes 
have  been  provided.
